DEFENDANTS' MOTION FOR AN EXTENSION OF TIME

same information that he is seeking with this lawsuit. Defendant is researching the issue to 
determine the progress of that previous lawsuit and whether Defendants turned over the 



Local Civil Rule 7.1(m) requires "counsel" to discuss nondispositive motions with 
"opposing counsel.'" It does not require counsel to discuss those motions with pro se parties. 
Nonetheless, it has been the general practice of this office to attempt to discuss such motions 
with nonprisoner pro se parties. This practice is informed by, and consistent with. Local Civil 
Rule 16.3(a). Local Civil Rule 16.3(a) excludes prisoner pro se parties from the Court's meet- 
and-confer requirements. Specifically, that Rule requires "[cjounsel (including any 
nonprisoner pro se party)" to meet and confer prior to a scheduling conference. LCvR 16.3(a) 
(emphasis added). 

If Mr. Trupei received the documents that he sought, then this 
case may be moot. 

Accordingly, Defendants respectfully request that the Court grant an extension of time 
from September 4, 2006, to September 12, 2006, for Defendants to complete researching the 
issue and appropriately respond to Mr. Trupei' s Complaint.
